With only 4% of its total area 
sitable for agriculture, Norway is 
utilizing the land between airfield 
runways to grow grass and grain. 
At present, about 4,500 acres are 
under cultivation at civilian and 
military airfields, mostly leased to 
farmers. 

Sola, with 500 acres of cultivated 
land, is the largest airfield farm di¬ 
rectly administered by the Civil 
Aviation Directorate. Half of the 
crop area, sown to grain, is oper¬ 
ated by airport authorities. The 
rest is leased to a grass feed plant. 
With the exception of Fornebu, all 
of the nation’s civil airfields are 
now used for farming, as well. The 
total crop area is about 865 acres. 

At airfields administered by the 
Air Force, about 3,622 aches yield 
valuable farm crops. Biggest of the 
military airfield farms are Rygge 
and Andoya, with 349 and 280 
acres, respectively. ■ .

fie Co-Operative Associations Act 

By Mons Eliassom 

I There is a quotation “Money Talks.” However, in a co¬ 
operative association money does not have a voice. 

j It is important that all concerned should realize the pro¬ 
visions fully. No matter how much money an individual mem¬ 
ber] of organized group puts into the association in the form 
of applications for shares, there is no corresponding granting 
of privileges to that person or organized group. This is a very 
important part of the functions of a co-operative and becomes 
thej effective defence in any legal action to force the co¬ 
operative into a taxation equality to privately operated con¬ 
cerns. 

, Any statement such as I or We have so much money in¬ 
vested in the association we should have something to say, 
cldejs not ring a bell. 

; The Co-operative - Part 2 Associations Act: The follow¬ 
ing! chapter of the Act is of the utmost importance and every 
mefnber should acquaint himself with its full meaning in 
respect to the proper functions of their co-operative. 

| Chapter 6 - CO.C. 2242-46 Meetings: 

I B. The annual meeting shall be held annually within 
sixty days of the end of the fiscal year of the association, at 
such hour and place as may be determined by the board of 
directors. 


: C. A special general meeting of the association may be 
called at any time by the directors, whenever they deem the 
same necessary or advisable. 

It shall be necessary for the directors to call a special 
general meeting whenever requested to do so in writing by 
twenty-four per cent of the members. 

Any such written request shall state clearly the nature 
of business to be transacted at such meeting. If, upon request, 
the’directors do not within fourteen days proceed to call a 
special meeting of the association the members making the 
request or any other members of the required number, may 
themselves call the said meeting. 

D. At least ten days notice of every general or special 
meeting shall be given, by mailing a notice to each member 
of the association at the address last registered in the office 
of the association. The notice must state the hour, day and 
place of the meeting. 

E. At any general or special meeting one-fifth of the 
registered members of the association or their fully authorized 
district delegates shall constitute a quorum. 

■;F. If within one hour from the time appointed for any 
meeting of the association, a quorum is not present, the 
meeting, if convened upon the request of members, shall be 
dissolved. In any other case it shall stand adjourned to the 
same day in the - next week at the same-time and place, arid if 
at such adjourned meeting a quorum is not present it shall 
be adjourned sine die. 

It should be in the interest of every member to make 
certain that their association does not find itself in a predica¬ 
ment as shown in this part of the Act. Make certain that you 
ave present if at all possible, to personally cast your vote and 
h,«vf a voice-in the proceedings oft the meeting.: j. .... -

THEY DON'T LIKE SCHOOL 

By Elsie Simmons 


Out of interest and curiosity, I 
asked youngsters of different ages 
and circumstances how they felt 
about going back to school after 
the summer holidays. The answers 
from a large majority of those 
questioned were that they ‘dreaded’ 
‘hated’ or otherwise indicated they 
were not at all enthused. Only a 
few were happy about school open¬ 
ing. 

These reactions have troubled 
me. Many years ago when schools 
were austere, unattractive and ex¬ 
tremely limited as to facilities, 
children looked forward to return¬ 
ing to the classrooms 'after the 
long summer holidays. In fact, as 
I well remember, it was difficult 
for parents to get the youngsters 
to stay home for reasons of illness 
or extremely cold weather. In these 
days children had to walk as far as 
four miles to school, depending on 
how far the schoolhouse was situa¬ 
ted from their homes. There were 
no cars nor buses to carry them. 
The trails which they had to travel 
were rough — in winter drifted 
with snow and in spring flooded 
with swollen streams. On very cold 


days a farmer would hitch his 
horses to a sleigh a'nd drive his 
own children, and those of other 
families on the same route to 
school. Tru'aney was a rare thing 
in those days, at least in farm com¬ 
munities. 

But then maybe it was because 
life at home was not so easy. There 
was much a youngster could help 
with then, and many of the tasks 
were tiring and boring. So perhaps 
school was the easier choice. 

However, it occurs to me that the 
magnificent schools of today, under 
the system of the past two or more 
decades, have not measured up in 
accomplishment to what had been 
hoped. Tremendous amounts of 
money and time have been expend¬ 
ed toward making study “easy,” 
school “fun,” and learning “attrac¬ 
tive,” etc., and still a large per¬ 
centage of our young generation 
“hates” school. But then who can 


really get up much enthusiasm for 
ease and fun when that is what 
they can have lots of outside 
school. There must be a great deal 
of punch and challenge in any 
enterprise to make it appealing. 
Nothing worthwhile has ever been 
accomplished through ease and 
fun. It takes hard work, stiff train¬ 
ing and long practice to master 
any important job, whether in the 
fields of arts, sciences or trades. 

To come to terms with life itself 
one must be prepared to face many 
arduous tasks ’and often bitter dis¬ 
appointments. Coddling children 
does not tend to endow them with 
the character needed to meet life’s 
trials as they grow up. 

Of course it is not conceivable 
that we should go back to the old 
system of education. But it does 
seem there were certain methods 
practised in the old schools that 
made better scholars out of the 
pupils. These could well be taken 
down "from the shelf, given a good 
look, polished up and put into use 
again in the curriculum of today.

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CARROT PICKLES 

Use the small ones which are 
approximately one inch or less in 
diameter. Scrub and cut into 1% 
inch lengths. Boil with salt to taste 
until almost tender. Drain and 
place in sterile jars. 

Make brine from a proportion 
of 1 pint vinegar, 1 pint water and 
% pint sugar. Add 1 teaspoon 
whole mixed pickling spice for 
each quart of pickles. When syrup 
has boiled, strain out most of 
spices and pour into jars with car¬ 
rots. Partially seal jars and place 
in pan with old sealer rings at bot¬ 
tom and some hot water. Place in 
pre-heated oven at 300 degrees and 
let process for % hour. Take out 
and screw tops tight.

1 DATE SUMMER -GARDEN 
CARE — During the end of sum¬ 
mer and early fall, when perhaps 
we have just returned from holi¬ 
days and the garden and lawn have 
Admewhat gone to seed, we might 
be tempted to just leave things to 
n&ture from now on in. This would 
be such a mistake. There may be a 
month or six weeks without frost 
yet and a few minutes each day of 
picking off wilted flowers and seed 
pods, trimming the rows and cut¬ 
ting the grass can pay such divi- 
. dends. A good dousing of water 
and the whole place can be abloom 
again. The late bloomers are really 
the showiest of the lot and will 
keep on from now until freeze-up. 

REPLANTING PEONIES—Late 
September is the best time to set 
odt peonies because at this time the 
plant is almost dormant and will 
hive a chance to get settled and 
•its roots well imbedded in the soil 
before growth starts in the early 
spring. 

Before lifting up the old plant it 
is wise to have the holes dug for 
the trans-plants. Dig down about 
two feet deep, then break up the 
soil below to provide some.drain¬ 
age. Also make holes large enough 
to allow for the roots spreading in 
growth. Partially fill the hole with 
good soil and pour in a couple of 
palls of water. Let stand until the 
water drains away, 

' When digging up the plants, first 
' bat -off top growth at ground level, 
then use a spade or digging fork, 
inserting it a reasonable distance 
from the crown so as not to in¬ 
jure the roots. Dig around first and 
then lift the clump out, Cleair off 
all ..soil as well as possible and then, 
Wng a sharp knife, cut ta6> sec 


tions. See that there are four or 
more eyes to each section. The eyes 
are readily noticed as short sprouts 
from a M to half an inch long. A 
dusting of sulphur or powdered 
charcoal on the cut surface will 
prevent fungus .growth. 

When planting the new divisions, 
fill in more soil in the dug holes 
and carefully spread out the roots. 
Tamp the soil down firmly. The 
crowns should now be about three 
inches below ground level. Now 
give eaeh • hole another pail of 
water and after it has soaked away, 
cover with a little mound of loose 
earth so that no surface water will 
collect over the crown during the 
winter. In the spring this loose 
earth should be raked away, 

WOOD PRESERVER 
If your kitchen cupboards are of 
natural wood, give them a coat of 
marine varnish. It will protect your 
cupboards as it does boat bottoms. 

BURNISHED BRASS 
Use lemon juice on a soft cloth 
or brush to clean unlaquered brass. 
Then wash with cold water and 
polish dry. Your brass will have a 
soft finish. This method is particu¬ 
larly good for intricate brassiwork.,
